The pygmies In Central Africa take 
up their abode near the village of a 
big chief where banana plantations 
abound, from which they may glean 
when they please.

ORIGIN OF “ BULL AND BEAR' 
OCTOBER 5 


These Common Terms Go Back to the 
Early History of the British 
Stock Exchange. 


So well established have the terms 
**buir and “bear” become that they 
are defined even in the least collo­ 
quial of dictionaries as “one who spec­ 
ulates or wagers upon a rise in stocks” 
and “one who speculates or wagers on 
a fall.” The commonly accepted ex­ 
planation of the use of the terms for­ 
merly was that the bear claws or pulls 
the stock down, while the bull tosses 
it up, at it were, on his horns. But 
this Is really nothing more than a 
guess, and the real 
origin 
of 
the 
phrase 
“bull 
and 
bear” 
is buried 
somewhere In the early history of the 
British stock exchange. 
Here, says the Detroit News, It ap­ 
pears that the earliest use of the idea 
was in the proverb about “selling the 
bearskin before one has caught the 
bear,” which w*as applied to all trans­ 
actions on the exchange or elsewhere 
where there was no immediate trans­ 
fer of goods, but only a payment to 
be made at some future time accord­ 
ing as the goods had advanced or re­ 
ceded In price. 
In “The Anatomy of 'Change Al­ 
ley,” published in 1719, occurs the 
sentence: “Those who buy Exchange 
Alley bargains are styled buyers of 
bearskins,” and in 1744 the terms ap­ 
pear to have come Into common usage, 
for the London Magazine of that year 
refers to “bulls and bears,” while 
George Coleman, In his “Man of Busi­ 
ness,” uses them in precisely the same 
sense in which they are employed at 
the present time.

GEDMAN PRIESTS 
ORDERED TO LEAVE 


B. AND O. SIGNED UP

SYDNEY, N. S. W., Oct. 6.—All 
German and Austrian priests will be 
compelled to leave the mandated ter- 
ritory of German New Guinea by 
1923, according to a decision leached 
by th ; Australian authorities, which 
has been appealed by Rev. VV. Gier, 
superior general of the Society of the

In New Guinea there are 21 priests 
and 19 brothers, mostly Germans-, 
and Rev. Gier’s appeal said that they 
had served faithfully for 26 years 
and that they desiied to cooperate 
with tht Australian government. 
“The removal of t ese men w ould 
be a calamity as new me 
would lack 
the \ab able experience of those mis­ 
sionaries,*’ the appeal said.
